But experience has 
shown that unless those who are 
financially responsible for the 
city’s debts are prepared to go to 
some inconvenience they are lia 
ble to pay for the immunity both 
in bad government and in the tax 
bills. Advantages of the change 
are two, It would leave the frau- 
chise in possession of the bona- 
fide tenant, while taking it from 
the casual resident who drops in 
to town for a summer’s work; 
thus retaining the control of the 
city and the determination of its 
government in the hands of those 
who are permanent residents and 
have to suffer the consequences. 
The other change would be that 
the names of non-resident pro- 
perty owners would not be in- 
eluded on the voter’s list, and the 
opportunity thus destroyed of in- 
personating them at the polls, {t 
is only necessary to recall the at- 
tempt made a couple of years ago 
to ‘‘load up’’ the list with the 
names of non-residents to estab- 
lish the necessity of putting on 
the list only the names of parties 
who in person attend and estab- 
lish their right to vote.
